Dear  Mr. President : 

 

In  accordance with  Ar t icle II, Sect ion  17 of the Maryland Const itu t ion , I have 

today vetoed Sena te Bill 496 – Law Enforcem ent Officers’ Pension  S ystem  – 

Deferred  R etirem ent Option  Program  – Participation . 

 

This bill cla r ifies tha t  “creditable service” does not  include unused sick leave 

with  regard to determining eligibility to pa r t icipa te in  the Deferred 

Ret irement  Opt ion  Program (DROP) by members of the Law Enforcemen t  

Officers’ Pension  System and cla r ifies tha t  “creditable service” does not  

include unused sick leave with  regard to determining the length  of t ime 

members of the Law Enforcement  Officers’ Pension  System may par t icipa te 

in  the DROP. 

 

House Bill 773, which  was passed by the Genera l Assembly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it  is not  necessa ry for  me to 

sign  Sena te Bill 496.
